Mr®  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  on  the  health  and  health  services 
of  your  districrt  for  the  year  1964* 

The  vital  statistics  of  population,  births,  deaths  and  infectious  diseases  as 
they  relate  to  the  Hemsworth  Rural  District  are  presented  in  a form  similar  to  previous 
years . 


The  personal  health  services  administered  by  me  on  behalf  of  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  serve  the  geographical  area  of  the  Hemsworth  Urban  and  Rural  Districts 
and  the  report  relates  to  this  division* 

The  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  has  reported  on  the  detailed  work  of  his 
department,  the  two  reports  being  complementary  to  each  other* 

The  Registrar  General  has  estimated  the  population  at  mid  year  to  be  52,820, 
an  increase  of  40* 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  increased  by  225  and  now  total  15,970* 

There  were  1,048  live  births,  15  more  than  1963  and  the  18  still  births  were 
fewer  by  4 than  in  the  previous  year* 

Infant  deaths  totalled  27  compared  with  26  and  28  in  the  two  preceding  years* 
There  were  no  maternal  deaths* 

The  deaths  in  all  age  groups  increased  by  10  and  totalled  489*  Of  the  infant 
deaths  8 were  the  result  of  infection  and  accident  and  were  avoidable*

An  increase  of  290  in  the  notified  cases  of  infectious  diseases  was  largely 
attributable  to  the  prevalence  of  measles  during  the  second  half  of  the  year,  but 
increases  in  scarlet  fever  and  in  dysentery  also  occurred*  A reduction  in  new 
notifications  of  tuberculosis  by  7 was  mildly  encouraging* 

The  popularity  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Clinics  continued  and  once  again  an 
increased  number  of  children  made  an  increased  number  of  attendances* 

There  can  be  little  doubt  of  the  value  of  the  services  provided* 

I would  like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  valuable  assistance  given  by  the 
ladies  of  the  clinic  voluntary  committees  and  to  thank  them  on  behalf  of  the  staff* 
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A fall  in  attendance  at  the  Ante  Natal  Clinics  was  to  he  expected  as  more 
general  practitioners  established  their  own  ante  natal  sessions  and  this  decline 
will  continue  in  future  years . It  follows  from  the  recommendations  of  the  Cranbrook 
Committee  that  ante  natal  care  should  be  the  responsibility  of  the  general 
practitioner /obstetrician. 

There  would  seem  to  be  a place  for  the  continuance  of  the  relaxation  clinics 
with  their  unhurried  instruction  and  preparation  for  labour  and  their  useful  health 
educational  function. 

The  Domestic  Help  Service  once  again  increased  to  meet  the  demand  which  is 
apparently  never  ending  and  by  the  year  end  116  part  time  staff  were  employed  to 
meet  the  equivalent  of  46  full  time  Domestic  Helps. 

The  Chiropody  Service  has  expanded  and  has  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  1,729 
pensioners  who  received  treatment.  They  accounted  for  almost  the  total  of  recipients 
there  being  only  22  others  who  were  physically  handicapped  and  who  received  treat- 
ment. 


Good  relationships  with  the  Hospital  Service  and  with  the  general  medical 
practitioners  has  continued  throughout  the  year.  Good  liaison  has  enabled  such 
problems  as  have  arisen  to  be  dealt  with  speedily  and  amicably. 

I wish  to  thank  all  members  of  my  staff  for  the  work  they  have  done  during  the 
year  and  my  colleagues  for  their  co-operation.  I wish  also  to  record  my  appreciation 
of  the  support  of  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  and  their 
sustained  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Health  Department.

(a)  Child  Welfare  Clinics 


The  11  child  welfare  clinics  continue  to  provide  a useful  and  popular  service* 
The  number  of  children  who  attended  during  the  year  increased  by  75  compared  with 
1963  and  the  total  number  of  attendances  was  greater  by  2j,550* 

At  each  session  a doctor  and  health  visitor  are  present  to  give  advice  on 
infant  health  and  feeding  problems  and  give  the  various  protective  inoculations 
necessary  for  the  preservation  of  good  health* 

At  most  of  the  clinics  a conscientious  band  of  ladies  of  the  clinic  voluntary 
committee  attend  and  undertake  many  useful  duties  and  are  deserving  of  our  thanks*

Although  the  primary  objectives  of  maintaining  health  and  happiness  in  the 
amily  unit  remain  unaltered  the  health  visiting  staff  have  many  varied  and  often 
surprising  duties  to  perform „ Increasingly  the  problems  of  the  older  citizens 
require  their  attention  and  this  is  shown  in  the  summary  of  visits.

During  the  year  150  council  houses  were  built  and  142  by  private  enterprise 0 
Fourteen  were  used  for  re “housing  families  from  unfit  dwellings  so  the  actual 
increase  in  dwellings  was  2560 

Nine  large  families  living  in  over-crowded  conditions  were  re-housedo 

The  making  of  grants  towards  the  cost  of  improving  houses  with  an  estimated 
life  of  15  years  or  more  resulted  in  74  grants  being  made0  Loans  amounting  to  a 
total  of  £9X9X05  were  made  in  respect  of  the  purchase  of  119  houses  by  private 

individuals  <, 

There  are  many  rows  of  terrace  houses  that  are  not  up  to  the  standard  of 
council  houses,  and  which  one  would  like  to  see  re-placed  by  council  houses « 
Inspection  reveals 9 however,  that  they  are  above  the  standard  set  out  in  Section 
4 of  the  Housing  Act,  1957s  so  that  no  action  can  be  taken,,  Many  of  these  houses 
are  substantially  built  and  have  been  bought  by  the  occupiers „ In  such  cases, 
with  few  exceptions,  the  occupier  takes  a pride  in  his  dwelling  and  improves  and 
maintains  it  in  a manner  that  would  be  quite  uneconomic  in  the  case  of  a house  let 
for  occupation  by  someone  other  than  the  owner 0 A large  proportion  of  owner/ 
occupiers  apply  for  grants  for  the  improvement  of  their  dwellings,  improvements 
such  as  the  installation  of  hot  water9  baths  and  internal  WoCo'So 

141  houses  were  made  fit  after  the  service  of  notices 0 Of  these,  three  were 
made  fit  by  the  Council  and  the  cost  claimed  from  the  owner,, 

It  was  estimated  that  43  houses  remained  to  be  represented  as  unfit  while  81 

were  represented,  giving  a total  of  124 o 

50  years  ago  the  population  numbered  48,000  and  the  houses  1Q,QQQ„  Today  the 
population  is  52,820  and  there  are  15,970  houses,  so  that  the  number  of  persons  per

At  one  time  the  majority  of  butchers  were  licensed  slaughtermen^  today  a far 
smaller  proportion  of  them  is  licensed,,  This  is  due  to  the  increased  centralised 
slaughtering  which  results  in  more  spec ialisat ion o Fewer  and  fewer  young  men  are 

interested  in  the  workQ 

MEAT  INSPECTION 


As  in  previous  years 9 all  animals  slaughtered  for  sale  for  human  consuption 
were  inspected,,  The  quantity  affected  with  disease  is  now  so  small  that  to-day's 
figures  would  have  seemed  but  a dream  twenty  years  ago„  This  is  due  to  the  combined 
efforts  of  the  Veterinary  Service^  the  farmers  and  the  butchers „ 

FOOD 


In  addition  to  ensuring  that  food  is  fit  for  human  consumption  at  the  earliest 
stage  it  is  necessary  to  ensure  that  it  remains  so„  To  do  thisp  attention  must  be 
paid  to  the  manner  in  which  it  is  handled 9 stored 9 displayed  and  delivered 9 hence 
the  large  number  of  visits  to  the  various  types  of  food  premises 0 

During  the  year  a new  restaurant  was  erected  on  the  Motorway  north  of  Barnsdale 

Bar„ 

The  Meat  (Treatment)  Regulations 9 1964  came  into  force  during  the  year9 
prohibiting  the.  use  of  certain  substances  for  giving  red  meat  a fresh  appearance,, 

CLEAN  AIR  ACT,  1956 

Anyone  standing  on  a hill  overlooking  almost  ary  of  the  townships  in  the  Rural 
District  on  a fine  and  frosty  morning  cannot  fail  to  realise  that  the  principal 
cause  of  atmospheric  pollution  is  the  domestic  chimney 6 Thatp  of  course9  is  due  to 
the  large  quantity  of  concessionary  coal,,  The  older  collier^  remembering  the  hard 
times  before  the  war9  is  more  afraid  of  those' times  returning  than  he  is  of  the 
atmospheric  pollution,,  Added  to  this  is  the  general  feeling  that  any  alteration 
will  result  in  any  monetary  settlement  being  merged  into  wages  and  eventually 
disappearing  completely,, 
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MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


The  number  of  caravans  parking  on  the  commons  seems  to  have  reduced  during  the 
year  under  review c A ridge  of  earth  about  1815  high  has  been  placed  round  that  portion 
of  Brierley  Common  most  frequently  used  by  itinerant  caravan  dwellers  so  that  there 
should  be  no  complaints  about  this  part  in  future  years 0 

SWIMMING  BATHS 

There  are  three  swimming  baths  in  the  area,  one  being  owned  by  the  public,  one 
by  a private  school  and  the  third  by  Harewood  Lane  School,,  Samples  are  taken 
frequently  by  the  attendants  at  the  first  two  and  these  are  supplemented  by  samples 
taken  by  the  public  health  inspectors „ The  standard  demanded  is  very  high  and  is 
similar  to  that  of  drinking  water,,  The  County  Public  Health  Inspector  deals  with 
the  sampling  at  Harewood  Lane  School  bath  and  states  that  the  samples  were  all 
satisfactory,,  This  bath  was  not  completed  until  late  summer,, 

NUISANCES 

One  rather  surprising  complaint  was  received  concerning  an  accumulation  of 
bones  which  were  the  remains  of  a lion's  dinner „ Further  enquiries  revealed  that 
they  were  from  a place  where  a lion  in  a cage  had  been  stationed  § the  bones  had  been 
dumped  instead  of  being  disposed  of  in  a proper  manner 0 

The  number  of  complaints  received  was  a little  lower  than  in  the  preceding  year,, 

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

The  proportion  of  WoCo's  has  risen  in  30  years  from  fO/o  to  99 plus,.  Never- 
theless, the  improvement  can  continue  but  it  is  not  anticipated  that  the  100 °/o 
target  will  be  attained  for  some  10  years  as  the  estimated  life  of  some  of  the 
properties  does  not  merit  the  expense  of  installing  a sewage  disposal  plant „ 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  premises  occupied  by  this  department  are  the  depot  at  South  Kirkby,  the 
buildings  opposite  South  Kirkby  Recreation  Ground  and  the  tips  at  South  Elmsall 
Brickworks,  Great  Houghton  and  Ackwortho  45  men  are  employed  and  seven  vehicles 
are  engaged  in  the  collection  of  household  refuse  while  one  is  used  for  the 
collection  of  night  soil  and  household  refuse „ A motor  engineer,  mechanic  and  an 
apprentice  are  employed  to  maintain  the  Council's  motor  vehicles  and  plant „ 

The  method  of  disposing  of  the  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping,  i0e0  the  refuse 
is  deposited  in  layers  about  6®  thick  and  covered  with  ashes „ Thex<=  are  other 
methods  of  disposal  but  controlled  tipping,  where  suitable  sites  are  available,  is 
the  most  economical „ The  choice  of  suitable  sites  is  restricted  as  many  valleys 
that  could  be  filled  and  put  to  good  use  have  a stream  flowing  through,.  As  the 
effluent  from  a refuse  tip  would  pollute  the  stream  a water-tight  culvert  has  to  be 
constructed  to  keep  the  refuse  out  of  the  stream  and  to  prevent  the  effluent  from 
the  tip  gaining  access  before  being  purified,, 
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In  addition  to  controlled  tipping*,  household  refuse  may  be  disposed  of  by 
composting  or  incineration,.  Pulverisation  is  also  coming  to  the  fore  but  this  is  a 
process  rather  than  & method  of  disposal^  it  can  well  lead  to  a form  of  composting,, 

All  these  methods  require  the  installation  of  costly  plants  an  expense  that  will  have 
to  be  incurred  some  day„  The  production  of  compost*  upon  which  grass  would  grow9  could 
lead  to  its  use  for  covering  the  spoilbanks  which  so  mar  much  of  the  West  Ridingo 
The  spoilbanks 9 covered  with  grass  and  grazed  by  sheep*,  could  be  converted  to  some- 
thing that  would  please  the  eye  instead  of  offending  it  *>  as  at  present „ 

The  importance  of  the  removal  of  household  refuse  is  only  appreciated  when  the 
service  ceases „ When  the  dustmen  in  Vancouver  went  on  strike  students  used  private 
cars  for  the  removal  ©f  refuse „ Their  profit?  £25  per  student  per  day„ 

A new  Bray  tractor  came  into  use  in  May  and  resulted  immediately  in  an  improve- 
ment in  the  laying  of  tips„  Its  increased  capacity  for  moving,,  consolidating  and 
covering  has  been  invaluable „ 

CESSPOOLS 

There  are  139  cesspools  in  the  Rural  District  and  these  are  emptied  monthly , 
with  a few  except ions „ One  driver  and  one  assistant  are  employed  on  this  work0 
Every  encouragement  is  given  to  the  owners  of  new  properties  to  install  small  sewage 
disposal  plants  as  they  are  far  less  obnoxious  than  cesspools „ 

SMALL  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  PLANTS 

These  are  privately  owned  and  are  situate  where  cesspools  would  otherwise  be 
usedo  The  septic  tanks  are  emptied  as  required *,  usually  at  intervals  of  6 months  or 

more0 


Difficulties  arose  at  one  large  restaurant  where  the  comparatively  large  quantity 
of  fat  held  in  suspension  resulted  in  the  formation  of  a very  thick  crust „ Fortunately 
the  working  of  the  plant  was  not  affected  and  the  effluent  was  found*,  upon  analysis 9 

to  be  gocdo 

SALVAGE 

A large  quantity  of  paper  and  cardboard  is  unnecessarily  disposed  of  in  house- 
hold refuse o The  public  could  be  educated  to  keep  it  separate  but  unfortunately  the 
existing  plant  is  already  dealing  with  the  maximum  throughput  of  which  it  is  capable „ 
Until  the  present  obsolete  plant 9 which  consists  of  a hand  baling  machine  in  an 
ancient  granary*,  be  abolished  and  modern  plant  and  building  provided *,  no  increase  in 
output  can  b©  expected » 

OFFICES o SHOPS  AM)  RAILWAY  PREMISES  AGT „ 1965 

This  act  was  designed  to  ensure  satisfactory  conditions  in  offices  and  shops „ 
Standards  are  laid  down  concerning  health*,  safety  and  welfare „ It  is  estimated  that 
more  than  8 9 000*, 000  employees  will  be  affected  so  it  is  rather  surprising  that  the 
relevant  legislation  was  not  passed  years  agoD  The  Gower "s  Committee  of  Enquiry  was 
formed  in  194&°  This  committee  made  many  recommendations  at  the  time  but  its  work 
was  not  effectively  reflected  in  the  legislation  until  X964» 
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When  all  the  standards  have  been  laid  down  the  resulting  legislation  will  ensure 
satisfactory  conditions  for  all  the  employees  concerned. 

Consideration  was  being  given  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  the  employment  of  an 
unqualified  assistant  to  obtain  the  straight  forward  facts  required  for  registration 

ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT , 1963 

This  Act  came  into  force  on  the  first  of  January*  1964?  its  object  being  to 
ensure  satisfactory  conditions  at  such  premises „ 

HAIRDRESSING  ESTABLISHMENTS 

It  is  not  difficult  to  see  whether  the  premises  are  clean  but  it  is  virtually 
impossible  to  ascertain  whether  the  requirements  of  hygiene  are  being  observed  when 
the  inspector  is  not  there.  If  legislation  were  passed  requiring  a statutory  code 
of  practice  to  be  exhibited  in  a conspicuous  position  in  the  room  where  the  work  is 
actually  done,  nothing  but  good  would  result.  The  public  would  become  more  hygiene 
conscious  and  would  take  more  notice  as  to  whether  the  hairdresser  was  working 
according  to  the  code.
